In Estill county not long since 
a company wanteil the privilege 
to use the county roads for tele- 
phone use but that court used 
discretion, and advertised a fran- 
chise for sale. They regulated 
the rate to be ebarged all over 
the county, required such regula- 
tions and restrictions as would 
safe ftaard tbe people's interest 
and pot, we believe, t'2«M) fur this 
franchise. The court took a num- 
ber of weeks to do this, but it 
took its time and got it in fine 
shape for the people, and as a 
cunstqnenee, wA leam the Irvine 
exchange will hitve 200 s»l)sr'ib- 
ers at the liberal rates secured by 
tho time thoHaea m« eonpleted. 

In Powell the whole thing was 
rtUroaded. through in less than a 
hilf day. 

One remedy yet r.emains for 
the people and that is in the city 
authorities of Stanton. They 
can put the neeesaary restric- 
tiona on tbocon^ny or withhold 
NtywfMBoiiaekr -.W* believe 
they will du tMa, if they will on- 
ly take time to see what they 
really can do about the matter.
